Held by September Federal

The arrest of Abraham Fryer at the 
St. Regis Hotel this morning disclosed 
that Sam Mintz, the arch thief who was 
assassinated in his home at 2518 Gamble 
street last Saturday night, was secretly 
indicted by the September Federal grand 
jury on a charge of conspiring in a 
Neosho (Mo.) arson case which Federal 
officials have been investigating for a 
year. 

Fryer, owner of a chain of stores in 
Uunois and Iowa, told Deputy United 
States Marshal Kennedy that his life 
had been threatened Monday night, and 
officials immediately began working on 
the theory that the arson case might 
“e. have something to do with the killing 

> im Mints. 

5 Fryer is said to have declared he 
was king over Broadway, be- 
tween Lucas avenue and Morgan 
street, when he was confronted by 
a roughly-clad man who shoved him 
against a wall and pressed a knife 
against his abdomen. He told him his 
throat would be cut if he went to the 
District Attorney's office with any 
information. 

Fryer and Mintz were indicted jointly 
with Miss Cordelia Ward of Neosho, 

* Mo., and Ben Weisman and Mayer 
Katz. The indictment recites that Fryer 
was interested in a conspiracy in con- 
nection with the destruction of Miss 
Ward's millinery store at Neosho by fire 
last January; that he helped transport 
‘ g&soline to a Frisco train at Union Sta- 
' thon, purchasing a ticket for Weisman, 
and giving Weisman money to be used 
in “furthering the conspiracy.” 

On Oct. 16 Fryer was arrested here on 

the charge of carrying explosives on an 
interstate passenger train. It was al- 
leged that he had on Feb. 10 carried 
two large grips containing gasoline to

500 STREET AND 
WATER EMPLOYES 
ARE DISCHARGED 


100 More to Go After New 


Years—City Treasury Faces 
$300,000 Deficit. 


Financial retrenchment in the 
street and water departments re- 
sulted in 500 city employes, mostly 
laborers, being suspended today. An 
additional 100 men will be laid off 
Jan. 1, apcording to Director Talbert 
of the Street Department and Com- 
missioner Wall of the Water Depart- 
ment. 

The heads of these two depart- 
ments recently discovered that their 
ppröprtions for the fiscal 
ending in April were almost 
hausted. 

They were informed by Comptrol- 
ler Player there probably would be 
a deficit of $300,000 at the end of 
the year, and that his department 
could not provide any more money 
except for work that was absolutely 
necessary. 0 

Upon the recommendation of the 
Comptroller, supplemental appropria- 
tions generally are made in January 
of each year by the Municipal Assem- 
bly. Comptroller Player has advised 
the heads of departments that the finan- 
cial condition of the city is such that 
there will have to be a general cutting 
down of expenses. 

In the water department 150 men have 
been laid off by Commissioner Wall, and 
‘he said that 49 more would have to go 
Jan. 1. The men who have been sus- 
pended were employes at the Chain of 
Rocks, and Baden, and employes of the 
distribution system. The 12 leak in- 
spectors, who are considered expert 
men, are working in alternate shifts. 

In the Street Department 400 men, em- 
ployed at wages of $1.50 and $1.75 a day, 
have been laid off. Director Talbert 
Said also that he had no appropriation 
for removing snow from the streets in 
the business district. Last year it cost 
the city $15,000 to remove the snow. 
Unless the city can find money for 
snow removal this year Talbert said 
it would have to be left in the streets.

NEW GAS MINIMUM MUST 
BE PROVED JUSTIFIABLE! 


Public Service Commission Says It Cannot * 
Enforced Until It Is Shown to 
Be Equitable. 


John M. Atkinson, chairman of the Mis- 
souri Public Service Coromission told a 


Post-Dispatch reporter in Jefferson City 
today that the 50 cents monthly minimum 
| charge which the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. proposes to enforce against all con- 
sumers will not be permitted to go into 
effect until the company: makes proof 
that it is justifiable and equitable. 

The proposed minimum would affect 
approximately 15,000 householders, whose 
bills at some seasons of the year fall 
The 
Public Service Commission, in response 
to the complaint filed by Mayor Kiel, 
probably will hold a public hearing on 
the company’s application. 

Last February the commission granted 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. permission 
to sell $5,000,000 of five-year five per cent 
notes to raise money for the construc- 
tion of coke ovens in South St. Louis. 
Under the ruling of the commission the 
company was required to use $826,000 of 
this money for the equipment of coke 
ovens; $1,569,418.11 to reimburse its treas- 
ury for construction work paid for by 
the company, and $452,000 to pay the 
Southern Improvement and Manufactur- 
ing Co. for the land required for the 
site of the ovens. N. W. Halsey & Co. 
of New York bought $2,500,000 of the 
notes last February, and the sale was 
approved by the commission. 

Will Make Gas Cheaper. 

President Holman said that the coke 
oven plant would be completed some 
time next summer. This plant will have 
a capacity for manufacturing about 25 
per cent of the gas used by the com- 


pany, and this gas will be manufac- 
tured somewhat cheaper than the gas 
that is now made by the company. 

Gas is a by-product of coke. One 
of the objects of the company in 
building the coke ovens, it was 
stated, was to offset the increased 
cost of manufacturing gas from 
crude oils, The prices of the oils 
from which gas is manufactured have 
almost doubled Sarin the last few 
years. 


Different Rates Alleged. 

The Laclede company recently made 
a reduction in the price of gas to 
several coffee roasting houses in St. 
Louis. The Blanke Tea & Coffee Co., 
the J. H. Forbes Tea & Coffee Co., 
and several other houses engaged in 
the same line of business, filed a 
complaint with the Public Service 
Commission, stating that while they 
paid 80 cents a thousand cubic feet 
for the first 10,000 feet consumed 
each month and 60 cents for the bal- 
ance of their consumption, the La- 
clede company was furnishing gas to 
householders for heating purposes at 
80 cents for the first 10,000 feet and 
50 cents for the excess. 

The coffee houses and the gas com- 
pany reached an agreement by which 
a rate of 55 cents for the excess over 
10,000 cubic feet was put into effect. 
When this was done the coffee roast- 
ers dismissed their complaints. 

According to the schedule filed by 
the gas company the 60 cents mini- 
mum rate will become effective Jan. 
2 unless suspended by the Public 
Service Commission.

210 NEW CASES. 7 DEATHS, 
WEEK'S DIPHTHERIA RECORD 


Prompt Treatment, Due to Publicity 
Measures, Causes Mortality De- 
crease, Officials Say. 


During the week 7210 new cases of 
diphtheria were reported to the Board 
of Health, and there were seven deaths. 
The record for the preceding week was 
196: new cases and 5 deaths. Three weeks 
ago there were 20 deaths. 

The publicity given to the diphtheria 
cases was responsible for the decrease 
of mortality, in the opinion of Dr. C. 
M. Woodruff. As it has become gener- 
ally known that there is an outbreak of 
diphtheria in the city nearly every case 
of sore throat is given prompt treat- 
ment. This has resulted in the early 
discovery of diphtheria cases and the 
physicians have had a better opportuni- 
ty to combat it.

CRACOW-FAILURE © 


3 Sen Fail to 
Effect Junction No Gen- 
eral Advances in West. 


LONDON, Dec. 12.— The close 
of the eighteenth week of war 
finds stirring operations in the 
eastern theater of chief immedia- 
ate importance. The military forces 
of both sides profess satisfaction 
with the situation as it affects their 
respective armies, but are giving out- 
siders only scant 
forming independent judgment. 

Nevertheless, it is being said by 
British commentators that something 
went wrong with the timing of the 
Austro-German operations for the ro- 
lief of Cracow, Galacia. The con-

| MERCY OF HER FOE, 
PROF. USHER SAYS 


Author of “Pan-Germanism”’ in 
Address Declares Monroe Doc- 
trine Amounts to Nothing. 


Roland d. Usher, professor of his- 
tory at Washington University and 


author of “Pan-Germanism,” in a 
speech last night before the Wash- 
ington University Dental Alumni As- 
sociation declared the Monroe Doc- 
trine amounts to nothing and that the 
United States could not protect itself 
in the event of war with a European 
power. 

If England, as the result of her 
combination with the allies, should 
win the war now in progress in Europe, 
it would not be a bad policy for the 
United States to disband its army and 
dismantle its battleships, he said. If 
Germany should win, he said, it was 
not improbable that the United States 
would have use for both armies and 
1 as it was quite conceiv- 
able that Germany might attack the 
United States. 

Warships Obsolete Before Launched. 
The fortifications of the Panama 
Canal could be destroyed by a fleet 
of 10 warships, without a scratch to 
themselves, he said, and one battle- 
ship could reduce the fortifications of 
New York and steam away un- 
harmed, 

The guns mounted on the warships 
of Furopean nations have much 
longer range than the guns of Pan- 
ama and the New York fortifications, 
Prof. Usher said and also declared 
that the United States battleships 
were obsolete before they were 
launched. 

The South American countries have 
been protected by England, because 
England wanted to trade with them, 
Prof. Usher said, but they have not 
been protected by the United States 
under the much-discussed Monrose 
Doctrine. England put her money 
into these countries to develop them, 
and this resulted in close trade rela- 
tions between South America and 
Great Britain. 

Calls England Our Protector. 
England always has been the pro- 
tector of the United States, Prof. Usher 
said, because England was determined 


that no other Buropean Power should 


gain a stronghold in America. The com- 
mercial policy of the United States will 
still have the protection of the British 
navy if England should remain the 
great sea power after the close of the 
war. The navy of the defeated nations 
will be taken over by the conquerers, 
be said. If England should take over 
the German navy, she would then be- 
come so powerful that the United States 
never could overtake her in naval equip- 
ment. 

England has shown superiority over 
Germany in diplomacy, Prof. Usher said. 
He believed the statement attributed to 
Germany that treaties: were mere scraps 
of paper, not to be regarded seriously, 
would result in other nations hesitating 
to form altiances with her.

WAR STAMPS OK 
MARRIAGE PAPERS 
ARE NOT NEEDED 


Internal Revenue Collector Finds 
Law Does Not Call for 
10-Cent Charge. 


Here is good news for newlyweds and 
those who hope to be. -No revenue 
stamp is necessary on a marriage cer- 
tificate in Missouri or Illinois. 

Until now many ministers and Justices 
of the Peace in St. Louis, Clayton, St. 
Charles, Alton, Edwardsville, Belleville, 
Srringfield and other places to which the 
Cupid Express Line runs, have been 


under the impression that it was nec- 
essary to put a 10-cent war tax stamp 
on each certificate given to the con- 
tracting parties. Some Justices have 
been charging 10 cents extra for per- 


forming marriages since the war tax 


went into effect. Others, in order to 
attract business, have announced that 
they would stand the cost of the reve- 
nue stamp, 

Many Marriages. 

Since the emergency tax law went 
into effect there have been hundreds 
of marriages in Missouri and Illinois 
and in each case a revenue stamp 
was afixed to the certificates, The 
expenditure of all those dimes was 
unnecessary. George H. Moore, in- 
ternal revenue collector at St. Louls 
and John M. Rapp, internal revenue 
collector at Fast St. Louis, are agreed 
on this point. 

That war stamps“ are nek required 
on marriage certificates in Illinois was 
made known yesterday by Rapp in a 
letter written to the Rev. C. W. Reese 
of Belleville. 

Collector Moore was asked about it 
and he at first said Rapp was mis- 
taken, but after looking through ths 
records of his office he found a rulings 
which sustained Rapp. This is Treas- 
a clause of which 
says that a marriage certificate to be 
returned to any official of any State, 


[county or town requires no stamp and 


that a certificate to be given by the of- 
ficiating minister or justice to the con- 
tracting parties, if required by law, 
must bear a 10-cent stamp. 

Saved by Four Words. 

Those four little words, “if required 
by law,” are the ones that absolve 
Cupid from the war tax“ in Missouri 
and Illinois. 

The laws of these states do not re- 
quire that the clergyman or Justice shall 
give a marriage certificate to the don- 
tracting parties. If he does give one his 
action is purely voluntary and as the

Prominence, died yesterday afternoon in 
his home, on Madison avenue, from a 
fracture of the skull, resulting from a 
fall on the stairs of the Fourteenth 
street subway station Thursday aft- 
ernoon. 

Canfield was alone when he fell and 
was picked up and carried to the start- 
er’e booth in the station. Later Dr. 
Wagenhals found Canfield dazed and 
suffering from a bad cut on the chin. 
The injured man was taken to his home 
and went to bed immediately. 

‘His housekeeper, Virginia M. Kelly. 
went to Canfield’s room early yesterday 
morning, but was told by him that he 
was all right. Later she visited the 
room again and found him breathing in 
u manner that alarmed her. Three 
physiciar were summoned and they 
performed a lumbar puncture, which 
proved that thé sporting man was dying. 

Ceroner Makes Statement. 

When death occurred at 3:15 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, Coroner Feinberg 
investigated and then made this state- 

ment: 

Mr. Canfield died from a fracture of 
the skull at the base, ‘contre coup.’ That 
fs the medical expression for a skull 
fracture caused by a blow on another 
part of the body. It is similar to the 
eccasional deaths of pugilists after be- 
ing struck a particularly heavy blow on 
the chin, and in almost every case sev- 
eral hours pass before the effects of the 
blow show. I find nothing suspicious in 
Mr. Canfield’s death.” 

Canfie!d, the inscrutable leader of the

NOT CITIZEN SOON 


Resigned, Will Not Have to 
Wait 2 Years. 


WILL NOT RUN AGAIN 


Says He Thinks It Would Take 
Too Much Explaining to 
Make Another Campaign. 


Carl August Frederick Hemme of 
Hilisboro, Mo., who sent his resignation 


as Recorder of Jefferson County to Gov. 
Major yesterday, because he had dis- 
covered that he had exercised the rights 
and performed the duties of a citizen 
for 50 years and had been Recorder 
more than eight years without being a 
citizen of the United States, will not 
have to wait long for his citizenship. 
M. R. Bevington, Chief Naturalization 
Examiner of St. Louis, said today that 
Hemme would be naturalized under a 
provision of the law which applies to 
persons who have mistakenly supposed 


faith acted as citizens. He does not 
have to declare his intention and wait 
two years before receiving his second 
papers. His application, accompanied by 
an affidavit setting out the unusual cir- 
cumstances of his case, has been ap- 
proved by Bevington. 

Hemme will not again be a candidate 
for office, however. He is 71 years old 
and does not care to enter another cam- 
paign. For one thing, although he hon- 
estly believed he was a citizen when he 
was three times elected Recorder, he 
thinks it would take half an hour's talk- 
ing to explain it to some of his constitu- 
ents and he will not undertake it. 


Had Counted on 88000 Fees. 
He is continuing to perform the duties 
of the office, but when his successor 
comes he will take up his crutches, for 
he lost one of his legs when he was a 
carpenter, before he ran for office, and 
go home. He had counted upon the fees 
of the office for the next four year, 
about $8000, to provide for the needs of 
his wife and himself théreafter= He 
will get along the best he can on what 
he has, he says, and maybe he will 
have published some pieces of. music 
that he has composed and that will help. 


man neighbor get citizenship papers 
that disclosed that Hemme himself, al- 
though he had voted for half a century 
and held office more than eight years, 
was not a citizen. On July 22 John 
Frederick Gotfried Herget went to Hem- 
me and asked him to sign his applica- 
tion for naturalization. And Hemme 
said sure, and signed his name and 
declared that he was a citizen of the 
United States and certified to the wor- 
thiness of Herget to become a citizen 
too. i 


He did not know that one who signs 
a citizenship application puts himself 
under the necessity of proving his own 
citizenship. When Hemme was re 
quired to do that he could not. He had 
been brought to America in 1857 when 
he was 13 years old. His father had 
died a year later. When Hemme became 
of age he asked his neighbors whether 
he had to be naturalized and they told 
him he did not, because he had been a 
minor when his father brought him to 
this country. Hemme knew no better. 
Thinking himself a citizen he voted and 
has voted ever since. 

Eight years ago, following the injury 
that deprived him ot one of hig legs, 
he was nominated by the Republicans 
for Recorder and was elected. He gave 
satisfaction in the office and four years 
ago was re-elected without opposition. 
Last month he was again elected with- 
out opposition. 

Before the election there had been 
correspondence between him and Bev- 
ington and he had realized that he 
could not produce the proof of citizen- 
ship that Bevington required, but he 
felt in a vague sort of way that he was 
a citizen, even if he could not/ prove it, 


His hope that the thing would blow 
over and he would be permitted to serve 
out his term of office might have been 
realizedsif it had not been that Herget 
was rather a talkative person. He knew 
about the doubt that had been cast on 
Hemme’s citizenship and, without in- 
tending harm, told about it and pres- 
ently everybody was talking about it.

Kansas City Detectives Unable 
to Solve Mystery of What 
She Did With Money. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 12.—Miss 
Laura Catherman, former telephone op- 
erator, who is under arrest charged 
with check forgerles running into the 
thousands of dollars, must stand trial on 
at least one of the accusations against 
her. A forma] complaint was sworn to 
before the County Prosecutor late yes- 
terday afternoon, and she will be ar- 
raigned in a justice court as soon as 
she is able to leave the General Hospi- 
tal, where she is in a hysterical condi- 
tion. 

Different charges number now about 

They range from a check forgery 
for a few dollars to the manipulacion 
of her father’s bank account, by which 
she is supposed to have obtained about 
$5000, Altogether the money involved 
amounts to more than $8000. The solu- 
tion of the mystery of what the girl did 
with the money is yet in the theory 
stage. 

“We have not finished the investiga- 
tion,” one of the detectives working on 
the cape said today. We expect to find 
the money, and it is our belief it has 
been placed in a deposit vault some- 
where in the city. We are working on 
information given us by persons other 
than Miss Catherman.“ 

Detectives Discovered Forgeries. 

Private detectives discovered the for- 
gerles committed by Miss Catherman. 
The arrest and subsequent developments 
were the result of the work done by the 
city detectives. 

The family also believes that Miss 
Catherman has the money in a safety 
deposit vault at some downtown bank. 

A physician with offices in the Argyle 
Bullding telephoned to police headquar- 
ters that Miss Catherman appeared at 
his office some time ago and requested 
medical treatment. The physician treat- 
ed her and she paid his bill, which 
amounted to $25. The next day he 
cashed a check for $50 for her. It was 
returned. 

Miss Catherman visited Mrs: Frank 
A. Smith of 1089 Minnesota avenue, Kan- 
sas City, Kan., and spent the night at 
her home a short time ago. Mrs. Smith 
had a chamois skin jewel bag around 
her neck containing one $100 bill, $18 in 
bills of small denominations, a diamond 
ring worth $75 and a gold watch. When 
Mrs. Smith awoke the next morning the 
bag was gone, she reported. 


She Confessed Theft. 
A detective was put on the case and 


found two $100 Pills. One led to Miss 
Catherman. She confessed. The con- 
tents of the bag were recovered. 

The charge which was filed against 
Miss Catherman yesterday was made 
at the request of detectives. The check 
in question bears the name of G. F. 
Sanders, made out to the Kahn Cloth- 
ing Co. It is for $25 and was drawn on 
the Commercial State Bank of Rose- 
dale. 

Says She Cannot Remember. 

Two other charges of theft and for- 
gery were made against Miss Cather- 
man last night. 

Physicians at the hospital this morn- 
ing said Miss Catherman’s condition has 
not improved since she was taken there. 
‘TIT can't remember,“ is the answer she 
gives to all questions about the forger- 
ies. It will probably be several days be- 
fore she can be removed from the hos- 
pital. 

All of the banks and trust companies 
of the city have been visited and at 
none of these places has it been found 
that the young woman has an account. 
She gave the names of two places, but 
the heads of these two institutions em- 
phatically denied that she had money in 
their banks.
